Applicant submits the following remarks in response to the Notice of Allowance mailed 
July 22, 2010. Entry into the record of the Notice of Allowance, including its various 
attachments, should not be construed as Applicant's agreement with or acquiescence in the 
reasoning stated by the Examiner. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance with respect to 
claims 7-10 and 41-44 in the paragraph spanning pages 2 and 3 of the Notice of Allowability 

does not always use language found in any or all of the claims, and does not reflect the 
requirements of any one or more of the claims. More particularly, it appears that the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance combines features recited in various ones of claims 7-10 
and 41-44 and features not recited in any of claims 7-10 and 41-44 such that the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance with respect to claims 7-10 and 41-44 does not represent 
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the requirements of any one of claims 7-10 and 41-44. Each of claims 7-10 and 41-44 stands on 
its own merits and is patentable because of the combination it recites and not because of the 
presence or absence of any one particular element. 

Applicant similarly notes that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance with 
respect to claims 12-17 and 19-28 in the first full paragraph on page 3 of the Notice of 
Allowability does not always use language found in any or all of the claims, and does not reflect 
the requirements of any one or more of the claims. More particularly, it appears that the 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance combines features recited in various ones of 
claims 12-17 and 19-28 and features not recited in any of claims 12-17 and 19-28 such that the 
Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance with respect to claims 12-17 and 19-28 does not 
represent the requirements of any one of claims 12-17 and 19-28. Each of claims 12-17 and 
19-28 stands on its own merits and is patentable because of the combination it recites and not 
because of the presence or absence of any one particular element. 
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
